The sundry appropriation bill, which in- 
cludes the national appropriation of $5,- 
090.000 for the World's Fair. was aproved 
by the Senate Wednesday, and definite ac- 
tion on the new amendment will probably 
be taken in a few days. 

Secretary Walter B. Stevens was asked 
by the Post-Dispatch Thursday morning if 
the fair management had cognizance of 
Senator Allison's amendment? 

“vee have no information,”’ he said, 
cept what is contained in the unofficial re- 
ports from Washington. The question of 
postponing the fair, as President Francis 
has‘stated, has not been submitted to the 
bourd of directors and it is my belief it 
will net be at the present time. 

“Of course. if Congress takes the initia- 
tive and votes for the postponement the

@ceept that decision and act accordingly.”

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TERMS OF CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON. April 17.—The passage by Congress of the Chinese exclusion 
act virtually continues in force, with slight amendments, the present statute, 
known as the Geary law. The amendments make such changes as are necessary 
to have the law conform to the treaty with China, ratified in 1894. 


The law practically bars the way against the Chinese getting a foothold on 
American soil. It absolutely prohibits any Chinese, whether or not subjects of 
China (excepting diplomatic and consular officers and servants and attendants at 
international expositions, from entering the United States, and the Chinese who 
may hereafter leave the country are prohibited from returning except under cer- 
tain conditions. It makes liable to arrest upon warrant issued by any justice, 
judge or United States commissioner, Chinese entering the United States by 
crossing its boundary lines or found unlawfully in the United States, and pro- 
vides for the punishment of the Chinese by.imprisonuent not exceeding five 
years and subsequent. remove) from .the t ‘te-the,-country whence 
they came; provided that when they came e United States from China by 
way of contiguous territory they shall be returned to Chine. The act applies 
to subjects of China and all Chinese, even if subjects of any other foreign 
power. 


It prohibits the coming of Chinese laborets to the United States for the next 
ten years, except upon conditions specified. The restriction is not to apply to 
the return of such laborers as have lawful wives, children or parents in this 
country, or who have property here of the value of $1,000, or debts equal to that 
amount due them. The departing Chinamen are to secure before leaving a-cer- 
tificate from the collector of customs of the district from which he leaves to the 
fact that he has deposited with the collector a description of his family, prop- 
erty or credits, and this certificate is to entitle him to return to the United States. 
In case the description proves to be false, the right to return 1s to be forfeited. It 
is to be exercised within one year, but in exceprional cases may be extended for 
another year. 

The law does not affect the right of Chinese subjects being officials, teachers, 
students, merchants or travelers for curiosity or pleasure, but not laborers, of 
coming to the United States and residing therein. To entitle such Chinese sub- 
jects to admission, they must produce a certifivate from their government, or the 
government where they last resided, or from the diplomatic or consular repre- 
sentatives of the United States In the country or port whence they departed. 

Chinese laborers continue to enjoy the privilege of transit across the territory 
of the United States in the course of their journey to or from other countries, 
subject to such regulations by the government of the United States as may be 
necessary to prevent said privilege of transit being abused.

He Objected to Minister Also and 
Former Assistant Secretary of 
War Meikeljohn Presided.

FULLERTON, Neb., April 17,—When 
former Assistant Secretary of War Meikel- 
john stood at the head of an open grave 
today and began to speak, he delivered 
one of the most remarkable orations ever 


heard in Nebraska. 
The speech, for it could not be called a 


sermon, was written by the dead man sev- 


eral days before his death, and Mr. Mei- 
klejohn was made to promise to deliver 


it at the grave. i 
M. FI. Ogden, the writer of the oration, 


aged 82, was the oldest Mason and one of 
the best-known men in the state. After an 
iliness of three days he died, after mak- 
ing his friends promise that no hearse and 
no minister should bo employed. The cof- 
fin was taken to the grave in an ordinary 
wagon, The oration was partially as fol- 


ows: 
“Dear friends, this should be a day of 
joy rather than one of sorrow, cheerful and 


bright as a bride adorned for her wedding. 
I ignored the hearse on account of its dark 
and gloomy appearance and for the same 
reason I dispensed with the services of a 
minister. 
“Tt have concluded to preach my own 
funeral sermon. By profession I am a 
Spiritualist. I believe there is no death; 
that the spirit, when it has no further use 
for the body. simply leaves it. In time 
Spiritualism will succeed all present ortho- 
dox ereedsa The ple wlll no longer wor- 
ship a golden calf, but will bow down be- 
fore the true God. 

“Tt bellove it ig only a question of time 
vniil) a new era dawns upon mankind: 
when capital and labor will work together 
for the good of mankind and the rules of 
socialisi. will replace the present system.” 
‘Ogden weemed to know that death was 
near, and from the first hour of his sick- 
ness told his friends that he would die 
within a few days.

laces Tuesday morning. Each of the two 
fad suspected the other of securing his dis- 
missal. 

So the fight came about as the result of 
& quarrel. During the_argument Kuntz 
is said to have struck Colton in the face 
with his fist. Colton then seized an 18- 
inch knife and attacked the chef. The lat- 
ter retreated and picked up another knife 
with which to defend himself. 

Colton and Kuntz, it is said, were both 
trained in the use of the sword while 
serving in European armies. When the 
fight began they assumed dueling positions 
and for the next 10 minutes their improvised 
swords clashed. At intervals there were 
cries of pain. 

Colton took the aggressive at the start, 
and fore his opponent could seize a 
weapon had cut him twice on the head. 
One of the blows fractured Kuntz's skull. 
Kuntz, however, continued to defend him- 
self. He dashed aside the Knife of the 
butcher and struck him on the wrist, near- 
ly severing it.

What is to be undertaken by the govern- 
ment on this large scale, if it accomplishes 
its purpose,.should be extended by indi- 
vidual action throughout the sand hills and 
the state. 

The reserves established will afford an 
extraordinary opportunity for the univer- 
sitv and its students. Trained foresters 
will be in charge of the government's work, 
and will bring to bear upon it the most 
intelligent methods that can be devised. 

The leading foresters of America will give 
the work close attention on account of its 
unique scientific interest and ita practical 
importance, for ft is a novel thing to con- 
vert a plain into a‘forest. To be in the 
best. position to aid and be aided by this 
movement tne university will add to its 
curriculum a. course in forestry, perhaps 
even a department of forestry. There is no 
school of forestry west of Cornell Uni- 
versity. and it would he very fitting for 
the University of Nebraska to undertake 
this work for the Middle West. Since the 
government foresters will have to come to 
the state anyway. it will arrange with 
them for certain courses of lectures. But 
the main advantage will be that derived 
by the students from the work on the 
lreserves, Every year the classes ‘in for- 
estry will be taken to the reserves for a 
‘course in field work. Some students 
|might even desire to work there during 
lyacation periods and after graduation,

Henry McNichols, father of the time- 
payment business in St. Louis, helper of the 
newly-married and author of thousands of 
advertising verses, is dead. 

A sudden attack of pneumonia proved 
atal to Mr. MeNichols Wednesday after 
he had been confined to his home for two 
weeks. The funeral will be held at 9 
o’clock Friday morning from the home at 
299232 Pine street, and services will be held 
either at the Immaculate Conception 
Church or at St. Xavier's. the place to be 
definitely announced Thursday. 

“The Only McNichol’ was the 
which, in the newspapers and by all ad- 
vertising methods, Henry McNichols_ be- 
came known to the public. The final letter 
of the name was dropped to make it rhyme 
more readily in the verses which appeared 
every Sunday morning and often through 
the entire week in the daily papers, and 
which were read by many persons as con- 
stantly and with as much enjoyment as a 
question box or the marriage licenses. 

When, in his twenty-eighth year, Mr. Mec- 
Nichols commenced to sell pictures and 
iframes in a small store on Tenth street 
linear Market, the time-payment idea was 
lan untried one in St. Louis. The old-fash- 
toned eredit systein was in vogue to a lim- 
‘ited extent. but there were few induce- 
| ments to persons without ready money to 
buy furniture. } 
| On May 5, 1867, Mr. McNichols opened 
‘his store, backed only by the small capital 
which had come from his savings as a 
woolen mill worker in the United States 
and in England, and from a period of work 
as salesman in a St.* Louls furniture store. 

Home decoration was McNichols’ hobby, 
land his method soon attracted custom. At 
‘that time but one house in America, a 
|\ Philadelphia concern, was doing business 
‘on the time paymient plan. The innova- 
tion proved popular in St. Louis, and not 
only was trade lively for the new picture 
store, but collections were so good that a 
few vears later he was able to realize his 
ambition of starting a furniture store.

From the first the new store sought 
trade of she newly married, and the easy 
payment plan proved a drawing card for 
‘young couples. His trade in carpets, stoves, 
itables, chairs and furniture 
panded as voung men and women became 
familiar with his plan of smal! cash pay- 
ments ind subsequent collections of 
amounts “rom 5») cents to % a week.

Mr. McNichols was a native of Ireland, 
but left that country in his tenth year.

SWEET BREATH 
When Coffee is Leit Off. 


LONDON, April 17.—All the official dis- 
patches referring to the defeat sustained by 
the British troops under Gen. Buller at 
Spion Kop, Natal, Jan. 24, 1900, were made 
public today. Botha commanded the Boers 
at Spion Kop, and the signal victory won by 
him there gave him the prestige that he en- 
joys today. The dispatches hitherto unpub- 
lished merely emphasize how hopelessly 
muddled were the British preparations for 
that engagement. The controversy between 


Gen. Buller and Gen. Sir Charles Warren is 
proved to have been even more bitter than 
previously hinted at, while a new extract 


from one of Lord Roberts’ dispatches 
brings additional censure on Gen. Buller. 

Lord Roberts declares that Gen. Buller'’s 
‘endeavor to put the responsibility for the 
, defeat on Gen. Warren was not justifiable. 
Roberts holds that it was Buller’s duty to 
intervene when he saw things were going 
wrong. This remark was caused by a dis- 
patch from Buller, in which he says: 

“[ saw no attempt on the part of Warren 
to either grapple with the situation or corm- 
mand his force hin self. We lost our chance 
by Warren's slowness. He seems to me to 
be a man who can do well what he can do 
himself. put who cannot command. [| can 
never employ him again o nan independent 
command. I ought to have assumed com- 
mand myself when I saw things were not | . 
going well. I blame myself now for not 
doing so.”’ 

Buller explains that he failed to super- 
sede Warren becaus? it might have dis- 
credited the latter with the troops which 
was an especially serious matter, as, if 
Puller had been shot Warren would have 
succeeded to the supreme command. 

The question of the responsibility for the 
actual retreat from Spion Kop is shrouded 
in a maze of dispatches proving that a mis- 
take was made in sending a hellogram, and 
that there was a general desire to shirk the 
onus. Beyond this washing of dirty linen, 
nothing appears to have been ac —- 
by the publication of the dispatches 


CALL LYNCH A TRAITOR. 

LONDON, April 17.—Although there is no 
indication that Col. Arthur Lynch, who 
fought on the, Boer side in the South Af- 
rican war and who was elected to represent 
Galway city in parliament In November 
last, has any intention of placing himscif 
within reach of the British courts, the gov- 
ernment is bringing witnesses from South 
Africa to testify in support of the charges 
of high treason brought, against him. Lewis 
Handley, an American by birth but a nat- 
uralized British subject and a farmer of 
the vicinity of Glencoe, Natal, landed in 
England today. He says Col. Lynch was 
the leader of a Boer force, principally com- 
osed of Irishmen, which raided his farm 
n 190, confiscated his stock ~~ other mov- 
ables and destroyed his cro Linch in- 
formed Handley that he ( yneh) was a 
British subject.

This is the gist of the whole contention of |

Duty of State

One of the latest textbooks on interna- | 
fional law is that written by Gen. George | 
B. Davis when he was professor of law |

He is cited below to show the respective 
duties of the neutral state and the citi- 
zen. 

“AS at present understood, a state in be- 
cuming. néutral occuples a position of strict 
neutrality.

- friendly relations existing at the outbreak | 
of the war are not interrupted, and it is 
to secure the continuance of such relations 
that a neutral state becmoes charged with 
certain duties during war, which do not ex-| 
det in war. They are determined by inter- 
national law, and have the same binding 
fcrce upon all states. A failure in the per- | 
formance of these duties is an injury to, 
the particular belligerent who suffers by | 
the failure of a neutral state to fulfill its: 
obligations. These obligations have to do} 
in part with the conduct of the neutral | 

in its capacity as a body corporate, | 

and in part with the conduct of persons 
within its jurisdiction.

Presiey N. Hicks, a veteran river en- 
gineer, residing at 1407 Missouri avenue, has 
invenved and patented a steamboat pro- 
peller, which he says, will permit a steam- 
bout to move forward or backward with 
equal facility. 

Mr. Hicks, who has been running on the 
Mississippi since 1852, got his idea from 
seeing a government dredge forced up 
stream by the discharge of water from a 
‘rotary pump. 

: In a practical test on the dredge Gomer, 

‘he forced the boat up stream at the rate 
of two miles an hour, against a five-mile 
current by the discharge from a rotary 
| pump through a partially submerged pipe. 

Mr. Hicks describes the operation of his 
propeller as follows: 

; “The boat is driven in the desired direc- 
| tion by the reaction of a column of water 
set in motion by the combination of steam 
and water pistons shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration, The required direction of 
. motion is obtained by opening and closing 
'the main valves, shown in the illustration. 
‘The water sylinder being below the water 
‘line the water will flow freely into the ¢y- 
| linder through the inlet passages, raising 
| the piston into position for the next stroke. 
Water is prevented from flowing outwardly 
through inlet passages by the use of check 
valves. The main valves which control the 
| direction of motion of the boat wii! be 
operated by steam so that they can be 
opened or closed instantly. The boat is 
steered by a similar arrangement of water 
and steam cylinders placed at each end of 


| the boat. The upper end of main water cy- 
linder is vented to air to avoid accumula- 
tion of air pressure above water piston. 
Mr. Hicks sets forth the advantages of 
his propeller as follows: 
“All power except about 2 per cent for fric- 
tion is utilized directly in propelling the

RARE DEPOSITS FOUND ON CHI- 
CAGO’S BRIDWELL PROPERTY. 


TEN ACRES 100 FEET DEEP 


Purest White and of Great Value, but 
It Can’t Be Reached Nnder 
Ten Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO. April 17.—Buried deep beneath 
the clay on the Bridewell farm, 
of fine marble, valuable enough to pay off 
the bonded debt of Chicago, have been dis- 
covered by Supt. Sloan. Years of excavat- 
ing will be needed before the bed is un 
covered, but In time to come prisoners 
will quarrv for the city marble of surpass- 
ing whiteness and beauty, which will be 
used as a source of revenue. 

The deposits were found last week as the 
result of borings through a_ stratum of 
limestone, but announcement was not made 
ul'til yesterday, when Supt. Sloan indulged 
in daydreams in the presence of Acting 
Mayor Walker. Ten acres of marble, more 
than 100 feet in depth. he said. lie beneath 
the stubble on the bridewell farm. 

Ten vears will be necessary before the 
clay and limestone can be removed, and 
then the city will have a source of wealth 
as great as the salt mines of Siberia. With 
picks and dynamite convicts will extraet 
from the earth material saoner to realize

| The deposit Hes at California avenue and 
| Twenty-sixth street, in the middle of a 
quarrying district. At West Twelfth street 
it comes to within 150 feet of the surface, 
then it dips to the southward and rises 
again at the bridewell farm, where it lies 
buried beneath clay and limestone at a 
depth of 124 feet. 

The discovery followed the opening of a 
clay pit near California avenue, that bricks 
might be made for the intercepting sewers. 
Twenty feet down a bed of limestone was 
struck by the diggers and in this a hole 
was sunk to drain the pit. At a depth of 
30 feet the Hmestone began to change in 
character. It became crystallized in grain, 
while portions were blown away by the 
powder blasts that contained fragments of 
pure marble. 

A drill was obtained and after boring 80 
feet there was shown a deposit of marble 
It is even in grain and by experts is pro- 
nounced to be of great value. 

Until the formations on top of the bed are 
cleared away the bridewell offic'als will con- 
tinue their work of alding the city by mak- 
ing brick and obtaining stone for macada- 
mizing the streets. When the deposits are 
reached, however, as it is expected they 
will he in 10 vears or more, expert managers 
of stone quarries will be hired. 

Then the city will have a solution of the 
convict problem. The marble quarry of Chi- 
cago will appear as territle to malefactors 
as the salt mines of Siberla to Russian 
political offenders, and the city will have to 
work its municipal mine, it is predicted, by 
hired employes. 

‘We seem to have solved the convict la- 
hor problem gsatisfactorily out here,’’ Mr. 
Sloan said. ‘‘We make brick for the city’s 
intercenting sewers, we quarry limestone 
for paving the streets and when those de- 
nosits are exhausted we will be able to fall 
back on the marble deposits, 
the city coffers and afford material for a 
citv hall. The bed of martle is of enormous 
value, but it will take some time before it 
can be worked.”’
